On Friday, September 23, 2005, Sergeants Michael Berg and Rick Smith of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to Palmdale Station regarding a deputy-involved use of significant force. Internal 
Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Ben Seno also responded. 


Deputy Carlos Arellano was working a uniformed patrol car as part of his duties as a Partners 
Against Crime Team deputy. He observed a tan-colored pick up truck make an unsafe left turn. 
Arellano followed the truck into a shopping mall parking jot at $33 East Palmdale Boulevard, and 
made a traffic stop for the violation. 


Arellano walked to the driver’s side door and saw the sole occupant, Diana Rodriguez, put 
something into her mouth, take a drink of soda and swallow. Arellano believed Rodriguez may 
have swallowed narcotics, Arriving at the driver's door, Arellano saw a glass, narcotics pipe on the 
front seat of the vehicle. 


Arellano opened the driver’s door and asked Rodriguez to exit the vehicle. She tried to bring ber 
purse but was told by Arellano to leave it in the vehicle. Rodriguez swung her left leg out of the 
vehicle, and held her car keys in her left hand. Arcllano was going to assist Rodriguez out of the 
vehicle due to her age and frailty (65 years old), but Rodriguez swung her arms at Arellano, hitting 
Arellano in his arms. Rodriguez also kicked at Arellano. 


As Rodriguez exited the vehicle, Arellano grabbed the suspect’s wrists to control her, and prevent 
her from injuring him. Rodriguez continued her assault, swinging her arms at Arellano and kicking 
athim. Arellano told Rodriguez numerous times to calm down, but she continued to resist Arellano 


and attempted to get away. 


Arellano pulled Rodriguez toward the ground, then pushed her onto the ground face-down. 
Rodriguez landed on her left side on the parking lot asphalt. Arellano handcuffed her left wrist, but 
Rodriguez continued to resist him by tucking her right arm beneath her body. Arellano tried to call 
for back up with his radio, but the battery was dead. Arcilano summoned a passerby to retrieve his 
cell phone from the patrol car. Arellano was then able to reach Sgt. Bistline, who responded to the 


scene minutes later. 
Arellano gained contro! of Rodriguez’ right arm and completed handcuffing the suspect. 


Rodriguez was transported to Lancaster Community Hospital where it was discovered that she 
sustained a fractured femoral neck. 


No other departmental personnel responded to the incident.

WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Arellano, Carlos 
Utilized personal weapons; deploy kedown of the suspect, and used his body weight 
to hold the suspect on the — used his left arm and elbow to pin the back of 
the suspect’s neck to the ground. 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT: 

Suspect Rodriguez was uncooperative from her initial contact with Deputy Arellano. Suspect 
Rodriguez refused to exit the vehicle, and hit Deputy Arellano with her arms and fists. When she 
exited the vehicle, she continued to push and kick Deputy Arellano, and was non-compliant 


throughout the contact. She also used her car keys as a weapon to strike Deputy Arellano. 
Rodriguez was resistive to handcuffing at the conclusion of the incident.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENT: 


Deputy Arellano, Carlos 


Deputy Arellano was working a one-man, uniformed patrol car on day shift (260A1). Arellano is 
assigned tc the Partners Against Crime Team. Arellano wore a Department Class C green polo shirt, 
Class B pants, a vest and Sam Browne. While patrolling, he cbserved a vehicle (tan-colored pick 
up truck, CA license M make an unsafe left turn. He made a traffic stop of the vehicle (in 
a shopping mali parking lot at 533 E..Palmdale Boulevard). 


As Arellano approached the driver’s side door of the vehicle, he saw the suspect (Diana Rodriguez) 
place something in her mouth, and rip off a piece of plastic with her mouth. She tossed the plastic 
onto the seat of her vehicle and took a drink of her soda. Arellano believed Rodriguez possibly 
swallowed narcotics. Rodriguez appeared nervous, and lost or “spaced-out.” 


Because the driver’s window was closed, Arellano opened the driver’s door of the vehicle. He then 
saw a clear glass pipe on the front seat of the vehicle. Arellano recognized the pipe as drug 
paraphernalia commonly uscd to ingest narcotics. Arellano asked Rodriguez to exit the vehicle. 
Arellano believed he recognized Rodriguez from a prior contact where he arrested her for possession 
of drug paraphernalia. 


Rodriguez took the strap of her purse and placed it around her neck. Arellano told Rodriguez to 
leave her purse in the car. He was unsure if the purse contained narcotics and/or a weapon. At this 
time, Rodriguez’ left leg was hanging outside of the opened car door while her right leg remained 
inside of the vehicle. Rodriguez turned to her left as if she would exit the vehicle. Because of her 
age and apparent frailty, Arellano was going to help Rodriguez out of the vehicle. Arellano 
described Rodriguez as 65 years old, but believed she appeared older. He further added she looked 
to be a frail, wom-looking, drug user. 


Arellano hed Rodriguez place her purse on her front seat. Arellano saw Rodriguez had her car keys 
in her left hand, and he asked her for the keys. Without provocation, Rodriguez “went crazy.” She 
swung her arms from side to side, and struck Arellano in his arms. Rodriguez kicked Arellano, and 
Arellano turned to the side to avoid being kicked in the groin. Numerous times, Arellano told the 
suspect to calm down. Arellano told the suspect he did not want to hurt her, but she refused to calm 
down and remained aggressive. 


Rodriguez stepped out of the vehicle and Arellano grabbed a hold of her wrists in order to control 
her, and prevent her from hurting him. Rodriguez tied to pull fiee from Arellano’s grasp while she 
kicked at Arellano with her right leg. Arellano was facing Rodriguez. Arellano believed Rodriguez 
was again trying to knee or kick him in the groin. To prevent the situation from becoming out of 
control, Arellano took the suspect to the ground. Arellano described the takedown as pulling 
Rodriguez’ arms toward the ground, then pushing her onto the ground. Rodriguez landed on her left

side on theasphalt parking lot. Arellano turned Rodriguez onto her stomach and handcuffed her left 
wrist. 


As he attempted to grab her right wrist, she violently swung her right arm and then tucked it under 
her body. Arellano attempted to tug her right arm free but Rocriguez continued to resist. Arellano 
believed he would break Rodriguez’ right arm, so he placed his right knee gently on her back. He 
told Rodriguez to calm down and that he did not want to hurt her. Arellano attempted to request a 
supervisor to his location via his hand-held radio, but the battery was dead. Arellano asked a 
bystander (Witness [EE to retrieve his cell phone from the radio car. The witness brought 
Arellano the phone, and Arellano notified his supervisor (Sgt. Bistline) via the Nextel “Direct 
Connect” feature. Arellano then handcuffed Rodriguez, and Sgt. Bistline arrived several minutes 


later, 


Arellano was surprised that Rodriguez put up such resistance and strength despite her age, 
appearance and condition. Arellano estimated the event took place between two to three minutes. 
He tried to calm Rodriguez down so he would not have to use force on her and hurt her. Arellano 
used verbal commands throughout the entire incident. Arellano considered using O.C. spray but did 
not want to relinquish contro] of the suspect’s wrists. There were no other force options Arellano 
considered. 


Arellano, who started his shift AO OEN had changed his battery during his shift with another 
one that had been in the radio car. 


There were many witnesses to the incident; however, most of the witnesses walked away. Several 
of the witnesses remained and were interviewed by Sgt. Bistline. 


Arellano observed a cut and bruise to Rodriguez’ left arm following the incident. Rodriguez 
complained of pain to one of her legs. Arellano was not injured. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Civilian Witnesses 


TAB Note: Deputy Areliano’s supervisor, Sergeant Bistline, responded to the scene and 
interviewed the below civilian witnesses. He recorded the interviews on audiotape. 


Wines ow the deputy (Arellano) make a traffic stop. The deputy asked for the car key 
but she would not give it to him. The deputy tried to grab the car key from the woman but she 
resisted. The woman was fighting and swinging at the deputy. The deputy grabbed the woman’s 
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arms and asked her to calm down. She refused to calm down. The deputy put the woman on the 
ground and handcuffed her. 


Witness B: -v a female resisting and hitting a deputy. He believed the female did not want to 
stop her vehicle. The deputy opened the car door and put on the parking brake. The woman did not 
want to come out of the car and would not let go of her car key. The deputy continued to ask the 
woman to come out of the car but she would not come out. The deputy asked the woman several 
times to exit the car and give him the key. 


The deputy brought outa cite, then she started resisting. She was hitting the deputy. The deputy told 
the woman to calm down and put her hands behind her back. The female continued to resist. 
Finally, the deputy was able to handcuff the woman. When the handcuffs were placed on her, the 
woman calmed down. 


JAB Note: This interview was translated by Deputy Corral of Palmdale Station. 


Witness 00d in an alley about 60 feet away from the incident. He saw the deputy make 
a traffic stop of a woman and walk up to the car. The deputy asked the woman something. The car 
started moving. The deputy quickly opened the car door and did something to stop the car. The 
woman grabbed her purse and put something in it. 


looked away briefly, but then saw the deputy ask the woman more than a dozen times to get 
out of the car. She refused to get out of the car, and argued with the deputy. The deputy continued 
to ask the woman to exit the vehicle. When the woman finally exited the car, she fought and 
struggled with the deputy. The woman tried to run away, then swung at the deputy. 


The deputy slowly placed the woman on the ground. |g roached and asked the deputy if 
he needed help. The deputy declined fi lp, but m A get his phone from the 


police car to call for back up. The woman finały calmed down. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENT: 


Suspect Rodriguez was in her car when she saw a deputy (in his patrol car) following her. She was 
mad because she did not believe she was doing anything wrong. She stopped her car and the deputy 
talked to her. Her driver side window was halfway down. The deputy asked her to exit her vehicle. 
She did notremember if he got her out of the car but she remembered they were fighting. Rodriguez 
then remembered that she got out of her car willingly. She claimed she has a very bad memory.

Rodriguez did not remember how they started fighting. Rodriguez did not remember if the deputy 
asked her to do anything when she exited the car. Rodriguez was mad because the deputy stopped 
her. She did not recall hitting the deputy, but was trying to get away from him. The deputy told her 
she was under arrest and she did not want him to put the handcuffs on her. During the fight, the 


deputy told her, “Stop fighting, you old lady!” 


The deputy threw Rodriguez to the ground. She landed face-down. Rodriguez mentioned several 
times she was fighting the deputy and did not want to be arrested. The deputy put his foot on top of 
her back. Rodriguez did not believe she was hurt at this time, and did not feel any pain. Rodriguez 
was resisting the deputy as she was on the ground. Rodriguez stopped resisting the deputy once she 
was handcuffed. 


Rodriguez had no other injuries. Rodriguez stated she had not suffered a hip area injury prior to this 
incident. 


IAB Note: After obtaining medical records, it was learned that Rodriguez has had 
HR 2nd has K She did not disclose this at the time of the 
interview in the hospital. 


The deputy did not ever hit or strike Rodriguez, or use any weapons or pepper spray. 


Rodriguez claimed she was not under the influence of drugs or alcohol at the time of the incident, 
and was clear-minded. She did not remember the incident well because of her poor memory. 


A drug screen was performed on Rodriguez’ urine for the presence of drugs. The following drugs 


were detected in Rodriguez’ system: phencyclidine, cocaine, and opiates. Refer to Exhibit B, pages 
11 and 27 of Rodriguez’ medical records.
